SECRET REPORT 
ON M’CLINTOCK 


State’s Attorney Hints at 
Important F indings 


Doctors Wish to Continue 
Their Investigation 


Full Statement to be Made 
Public on Friday 


(EXCLUSIVE 
CHICAGO, Dew 29.—Indicating 
that the chemists’ examination of 
the body of William J. McClin- 
tock, the “orphan millionaire” af 
Kenilworth. had disclosed facts so 
important that it would be unwise 
to make them public at present, 
Coroner Oscar Wolffff today an- 
nounced that the full report would 
be given out Friday. 

The only report received sv fur, 
the coroner said, was fragmentary. 
His formal statement of the delay 
follows: 

“I have received a partial report 
from Dr. McNally as to the analy- 
sis made of the contents of the vi- 
tal organs of William MeClintock. 
It is of such nature that I cannot, 
at this time, make any statement 
public for the reason that a wrong 
construction might be placed upon 
it, due to the fact that it is only a 
partial report. 

“The final report. Dr. MeNally 
advises me, will not be ready until 
Friday. This is the earliest pouwsi- 
ble time he could make this re- 
port.” 


PARTIAL REPORT 

The coroner's intimation that the 
“partial report” contained impor- 
tant matter was made informally. 
“In certain phases of this ex- 
amination the physicians wish to 
make further studies, he said. “TI 
shall not tell what these phases 
are.” 

William D. Shepherd has threat- 
ened to appear as prosecuting wit- 
ness against those who are re- 
sponsible for the hints that the rich 
youth's death was not natural. 
Chief Justice Harry Olson as- 
serted he was undisturbed by the 
promise of action by Shepherd. 

At the same time Health Com- 
missioner Herman N. Bundesen

General Death Rate is Higher 
by About 2 Per Cent 


(EXCLAMIVE DISPATCB) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The 
annual report of the Surgeon-Gen- 
eral of the Public Health Service 
for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
last, has been transmitted by the 


Secretary of the Treasury to Con- 
gress. Surgeon-General Cumming 
points out that there is an almost 
universal tendency toward a dimi- 
nution of effort on the part of gov- 
ernment health agencies, national, 
State and local, due to the necessity 
for economy in official business. 

Considerable data are given with 
regard to a number of common 
contagious diseases: diphtheria, for 
example, showed a reduction dur- 
ing the calendar year 1923 as com- 
pared with the previous year. A 
decided increase is noted in meas- 
les. In 1923 forty-five States re- 
ported a total of 726.529 
with 10,282 deaths, as com 
with 260,803 cases and 3592 deaths 
in 1922. Little change ig seen 
with regard to scariet fever. 

ere was an increase of about 

60 per cent in the number of cases 
of whooping-cough, with an lin- 
crease from 4.4 deaths for every 
100 cases to 6.5 death per 100 
cases for the two years. During

TOOTHLESS MAN PREDICTED 


Harvard Savant Says in 75,000 Years Human Race 
Will be Without Hair, Certain Toes 


‘ {EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 
BOSTON, Dec. 29.—Man will lose many if not all his teeth, he 
win be absolutely hairless and he will undoubtedy lose certain of his 
toes and fingers. These are the predictions based on scientific study 
by E. E. Raymond, professor of paleontology and geology at Harvard 


University. 

These changes will not come un- 
til mam has passed through a se- 
ries of evolutionary phases which 
will probably consume 40,000 to 
75,000 years, according to Prof. 
Raymond. He predicts a height- 
ening and broadening of the fore- 
head and an enlarging of the skull 
for a bigger brain and a longer 
face, 

“The future man,” he says, “is 
as certain to lose his teeth as 
the ape-man of the past has lost 
his tall. The ape-man used his 
teeth to tear sinews, break nuts 
and as weapons of offense in figtft- 
ing.

JELLYFISH MENACE 


In the North Sea They Devour 
Eggs of Haddock and Herring 


The resources of science have 
been appealed to in the hope of 
ridding the North Sea of the my- 
riads of jellyfish which are de- 
vouring the eggs of valuable food 
fish. Up to the time of the com- 
ing of the hordes of jellyfish. the 
trawler captains of England, Hol- 
land, Germany and other near-by 
countries always considered the 
North Sea haddock and herring 
as their own particular spoils. 

Huge catches have made the 
North Sea fishermen rich, and 
helped to spread the fame of kip- 
pered herr! and also of finnan 
haddock, until htese two fish be- 
came known on almost every 
breakfast table in Europe and 
North America. 

A glance at the jellyfish. which 
ig almost all stomach and tentacles 
to sting and grab its food, shows 
what a rapacious creature it is. 
and how in the struggle for ex- 
istence the herring and haddock 
were no match for it. The pre 
ence of these vermin in the North 
Sea is counted for by a rise 
in the temperature of the Gulf 
m. It was this extra warm 
current. that carried untold mil- 
lions of jellyfieh up to the coast

WHEN ‘LONDON TIMES’ 
ADOPTED STEAM PRESS 


The London Times has just cele- 
brated the 110th anniversary of its 


first being printed by steam. But 
for the World War, the old “Thun- 
derer would have told the story of 
the great innovation ten years ago, 
for it was in 1814 that John Wal- 
ter Il, defying the objecting press- 
men, issued the Times from a house 
near his office, privately and under 
cover. 

His mechanical staff had threat- 
ened violence if the mysterious 
power were introduced into the 
printing-room. They were backed 
in their opposition — 4 superstition 
and a belief in the biblical injunc- 
ton that man should earn he bread 
by the sweat of his brow, and they 
contended that steam power would 
prevent that desirable consumma«- 
tion. 

Previous to 1814 the Times of 
London, like all other newspapers, 
was turned out on a hand press. 
In this way the Times, co ting 
ot just four meager pages, was 
produced at the rate of 250 copies 
an hour, four stalwart men being 
engaged in this wonderful output. 
This is how the London Times an- 
nounced the radical innovation: 

“Our journal of this day presents 
to the public the practical result of 
the greatest improvement con- 
nected with printing since the dis- 
eovery of the art itself. The read- 
er of this paragraph now holds in 
his hand one.of the many thou- 
sand impressions of the Times 
newspaper which wee taken off 


last night by a mechanical eppara- 


tus. A system of machinery. al- 
most organic, has been devised and 
arranged which, while it relieves 
the human frame of its most la- 
borious efforte in printing. far ex- 
ceeds all human powers in rapidity 
and dispatch. ... 

“Our share in this event has, in- 
deed, only been the application of 
the discovery, under an agreement 
with the paténtees, to our own par- 
ticular business; yet few can con- 
ceive—even with this limited Inter- 
est—the various disappointments 
and deep anxiety to which we have 
for a long course of time been sub-

What had rally happened was 
that one of these dark stars had 
either hit another, or, perhaps.

PEACE LID AGAIN 


Revolt There Has European 
Nations All Agog 


Hand of Serb Seen by Some 
Back of Turmoil 


Trouble in Tiny Nation May 
Ignite War Blast

NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—Albania, 
often referred to abroad as the 
“most dangerous political volcano 
in Europe, is once more in erup- 
tion and the foreign offices of the 
great powers are reported as mak- 
ing desperate efforts to localize the 
disturbance. Its spread beyond the 
confines of the little Balkan coun- 
try, it is feared, might well lead to 
another great European upheaval. 

In some quarters the Albanian 
trouble is termed a revolution 
against the present government 
with the majority of the people 
supporting it, while in others the 
hand of the Serb seeking to gain a 
foothold there is seen. At this 
| distance it is difficult to determine 
which is the correct version of the 
cause of the disturbance. 


| AMERICANS INTERESTED 
This small country, which for 
years has been the storm center of 
| European diplomacy, though far 
removed from our own peaceful 
land and known but little dy the 
‘majority of our people, still re- 
tains a certain interest for Ameri-

that America establish a protecto- 
— rate over them. for they felt that

ly to this country, which, desiring 
no European territory, would be 
powerful enough to protect its 
weak charge from the inroads of 
grasping European neighbors. At 
that time the writer was in Alba- 
nia and everywhere Mr. Wilson was 
the god of the people. America, 
however, wisely declined the man- 
date. Albania was awarded her 
independence and since then has 
been going it alone. Italy with- 
drew her troops, but never once 
has ceased to keep a watchful, 
jealeus eye on the movements of 
Serbia and Greece along the Alba- 
nian frontier, particularily the 
movements of the former. 


RED CROSS AIDS 


The sudden end of the World 
War found the American Red Cross 


in BMurope with a huge store of 
supplies on its hands. It also 
found a needy Europe, and it 


turned its attention to relieving 
distress in many countries. Little 
Albania was numbered among 
those to receive ite aid. In 1919 
Red Cross headquarters were 
opened at Tirana, now the capital 
and one of the objectives of the 
rebel army in the present struggie. 
Durazzo, one of the country’s ports 
and its capital during the short 
reign of William of Wied, became 
the Red Croas’s point of entry into 
the country, large warehouses be- 
ing established there and a can- 
teen for the Italian troops opened. 
Relief stations were established at 
Scutari, on Lake Scutari, consid- 
ered the gem of the country and 
about which severe fighting is re- 
ported to be takiag place; at El- 
Hassan and other points. Later. 
the Junior Red Cross opened a sta- 
tion at Scutari, where it remained 
after the older organization quit 
the country. Into these stations 
came the sick and poor of the 
country, there to receive medicine, 
food and clothing for themselves 
and their children. 

To the Albanians this _ relief 
work was as manna from above. 
In all the centuries of their his- 
tory. when men in uniform 
swarmed over their country. it was 
te destroy. but here they found a 
people come from a distant land 
to build up and restore, and ask- 
ing nothing in return. Down 
through the ages the story of Al- 
banian national life has been one 
of oppressio”, with their country 
the pawn of European intrigue. 
Yet through it all they have main- 
tained their own national customs, 
language and aspirations. Al! this 
despite 600 years of Turkish do- 
minion, which ended only with the 
close of the Balkan War in 1912. 
when, joining forces with other 
Ralkan countries, they drove the 
Turk from their borders. 

Even then, though they had been 
a mighty factor in the defeat of 
the Turk. they were not allowed 
to have their own say in the fu- 
ture of their country. Rather did 
the great powers, after much hag- 
giing among themselves, send Al- 
bania a ruler of their own choose- 
ing in the person of the weak 
Prince William of Wied. a hanger- 
on of Germany. The Prince set up 
hie capital in Durrazo. but had 
littie liking for his joh The 
glamour of the large cities lured 
more than did Albania without 
railroads, telephone or telegraph, 
while the hardy men of the moun- 
tains frightened his effete soul. 
His yacht was kept constantly un- 
der steam and then came a day 
when the Prince found use for it. 
He learned that a delegation of 
mountaineers, so the story goes. 
was on ite way to present some 
particular claim. With the ap- 
proach of the delegation Albania 
lost a King—the royal yacht was 
on ite way te Italy and the Prince 
was a passenger. 

WORLD WAR CENTER 

Then came the World War with 
Albania the fighting ground of one 
of its important campaigns. Down 
through the country fled the Serbs 
with the Austrians at their heels. 
and down through the same coun- 
try fled the Montenegrins, also 
urged on by the Austrians. From 
Durazzo and other. points em- 
barked the fleeing armies of King 
Peter and King Nicholas, and in 
Austria the Ajbanians found an- 
other master, though not one of 
their own choosing. Albanians will 
say that the Austrians were kind 
masters, though, for they opened 
schools for the children and, out 
of their own stores, sought to aid 
the natives. The war went on to 
its end, with the Italians finally 
driving Austria from the country, 
but planting themselves there as 
though to remain for all time. The 
peace conference decided other- 
wise and Albania was left to itself. 

What ts behind the present dis- 
turbance only the future can re- 
veal. If it ig merely a revolution 
among “friends,” a family quarrel, 
then all may yet "te well. How- 
ever, if, as it is claimed by some, 
the hand of Serbia striving for a 
mastery of the country is behind 
it, then certainly another European 
conflagration isn in the making. 
Serbia now holds Montenegro and. 
with Albania in her posseasion. 
Rome's dream of making the Adri- 
atic an Italian lake would become 
a terrible nightmare. Serbia is 
strong. It a hort dash across 
the Adriatic and, with her holding 
Albanian ports. Italy would con- 
sider her own future security sert- 
ously menaced. 

Serbia, strengthened by the ad- 
dition of Albania. would not be to 
the liking of Greece. England. 
from time to time, has felt herself 
to be the protector of Albania and 
would not stand tdly by and see 
the little country taken over by 
Serbia or Italy, so for the sake of 
peace it is to be hoped that there 
is more smoke than fire in thie 
latest Balkan menace. One thing 
is certain, the sleep of many a 
Furopean Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs is bein; disturbed these 
nights bw the rumblings of Ru- 
rope’s “most dangerous political 
volcano.”

While protests were made 
against increases in all classes of 
mail, second-class rates received 
principal attention from today’s 
witnesses. Representatives of pub- 
lishers reiterated opposition to an 
increase in this class, but spokes- 
men for the Direct Mail Associa- 
tion of the Associated Advertisers’ 
Club of the World argued that if 
any increases were to be made 
this class should stand the brunt 
of the boost. 

SESSION TODAY 

Chariman Moses called the com- 
mittee into session again for to- 
morrow when hearings will be re- 
sumed in an effort to get the bill 
before the Senate by next Monday 
when President Coolidge’s veto of 
the postal salary increase bill 
comes up for debate. 

John H. Wright, New mag 
azine publisher, representing the 
Mail Advertisers’ Association, told 
the committee “this is not the mo- 
ment for increases if you want 
American industry to go on and 
prosper. 

Cranston Williams, manager of 
the Southern Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ Association, declared the pro- 
posed increase in second-class rates 
represents the difference between 
profit and loss to publishers of the 
smaller papers. Asking more time 
to consider the cost ascertainment 
report compiled by the Postoffice 
Department, Williams said his or- 
ganizations was willing to pay 
its share of office expenses. -

DRY SHAKE-UP URGED 

Rapid progress was made with 
consideration of the bill, which is 
the largest peace-time supply meas- 
ure ever before Congress, carry- 
ing nearly $750,000,000. Taken up 
under an agreement limiting de- 
bate to three hours, general dis- 
cussion was completed after little 
more than half of the text had 
been read.

KENTUCKY MASONS 
ON BOOTLEGGING 


— 

The Masonic Grand Lodge of 
Kentucky, at its recent session in 
Louisville, took drastic action in 
support of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and the Volstead law. Hence- 
forth any man who has been known 
to obtain by purchase or other- 
wise intoxicating liquors or narcotic 
drugs from an illegal vender or in 
violation of the law shall be inelig- 
ible to be received into a Masonic 
Lodge: and any lodge knowingly 
admitting such a man shall forfeit 
its charter. 

Furthermore, any member of a 
Masonic Lodge who purchases or 
possesses intoxicating liquors or 
narcotic drugs. except in accord- 
ance with the law, is declared to be 
an offender against Masonry, and 
must be proceeded against by the 
lodge to which he belongs. 

The action is thoroughly legal 
from the standpoint of citizenship, 
and in harmony with the ideals of 
the order which has taken it. If 
the example of the Kentucky Grand 
Lodge should de followed by the 
Masonry throughout the country, 
the effect would be of greatest val- 
nein promoting respect for the law. 
Other organizations than Masory 
might well adopt this policy. The 
bootlegger’s tron can be too eas- 
ily respectable. If he discovers 
that law-abiding men consider him 
ineligible to be associated with 
them in their fratern&!l orders and 
social and civic associetions, law- 
breaking will lose much of its 
charm. He will think it far less 
smart to outwit his government.

ECLIPSES PROVE 
DAYS ARE LONGER 


A TENTH OF A SECOND IS GAIN 
IN 10,000 YEARS SCIEN- 
ters FIND 


Prof. Ernest W. Brown of the de- 


partment of mathematics and 
Yale University, 
chairman of the committee of the 
American Astronomical Society on 
public information and oo-opers- 
tion for the Eclipse, has prepared 
an article on the study of eclipses 
for the Scientific American, which 
is co-operating with radio enthust- 
Aste in trying to learn what effect 
the eclipse of the sun on January 
24 will have on radio reception. 
The article, made public recently 


says: 
“The study of ancient eclipses 
ve the first evidence that the day 
gradually getti longer. The 
change that is taking place is not 
sufficiently great to cause ony trou- 
it if that 


great scientific interest because it 

is bound up with the evolution of 

the earth and moon, in the 
and the future. 

“In 1693 the English astronomer, 
Halley, a friend and helper of Isaac 
Newton and a man of great abil- 
ity, found that he could not recon- 
elle the motion of the moon as it 
was than known with ite motion 
many centuries earlier and he sug- 
gested that something must have 
occurred to change it. A century 
later the great French mathema- 
ticlan and astronomer Laplace 
proved that the very small attrac- 
tion of the planets produced such 
a change and the matter seemed 
settled for the time being. Then 
half a century later, Adama, the 
discoverer with Leverrier of the 
planet Neptune, stirred everything 
up n by showing that in his 
calculations Laplace had made 
omissions which changed the 
amount seriously, so that the an- 


tion of the tides, as they eontinu- 
ally traveled round the globe would 
act as a brake and tend to slow 
down the earth. Since the earth 
is the clock which we use to meas- 
ure our time, this meant that it 
was the clock which was losing and 
not the moon which was harrying. 
Astronomers gradually came round 
to this view because u was cer- 
tainly true that the friction caused 
by the tides must slew down the 
earth as well as quicken the mo- 
tion of the moon. But after all 
it was still only a because it

per rates held steady. 
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NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—The con; 
spicuous incidents on today’s mar- 
kets were the advance in call 
money rates to 5% per cent, the 
highest in nearly nine months; the 
continued progress of sterling ex- 
change into new high ground since 
“war support’ was withdrawn in 
1919; a sharp decline in grain 
prices and a turmoil of confused 
upward and downward movements 
on the stock exchange. The wild 
and apparently senseless move- 
ments on the stock market made 
a picture of a kind not presented to 
Wall street's view in exactly the 
shape it took today during many 
years. It may be doubted if just 
such a stock market, with just such 
causes, has occurred since the pe- 
riod which ended with 1907. 

During the five or six years of 
extravagant speculation which pre- 
ceded that date, a year-end market 
of today’s character was rather cus- 
tomary than otherwise. Notably on 
such occasions as the closing week 
lof December in 1905 and 1900, the 


struggle of speculators for the rise 
to drag prices upward in the face 
of a tightening money market. with 
another body of speculators throw- 
ing over their stocks when their 
loans were called, gave a fair du- 
plication of today’s performances. 
There were times—the last days of 
1905 answering the description— 
when the excited bull speculators 
even cabled to London and Paris 
for huge supplies of money to 
carry them past the year-end vet 
tlement without letting their stocks 
go, and call loan rates of 10 to 
100 per cent used to indicate the 
situation. 

The advance in call money today 
did not bring the rate as high as it 
got at the year-end in 1923: in- 
deed, today’s 5% per cent maxi- 
mum would have been considered 
“easy money” on December 29, in 
almost any year since the war. It 
undoubtedly reflected something of 
a strain on the money market's ma- 
chinery, however, which was not 
alleviated by the professional ex- 
cesses of the stock exchange. But 
Wall street appears to expect a 3 


or 2 per cent rate egain, a week or 
so from now. 


There were numerous advances 
of the day of 4 to 5 points on the 
stock exchange, and there were al- 
most equally numerous net declines 
ranging from 2 to 4. Some of the 
more active speculative stocks were 
do torn by the day’s conflicting in- 
fluences that they rose and fell al- 
ternately several points, leaving it a 
pure matter of chance whether they 
closed higher or lower than the 
day before. It was wholly an exhi- 
bition of the reckless side of profes- 
sional speculation and probably had 
no significance whatever except as 
showing what will have to be 
guarded against next year. 


Today's further rise in sterlin 
brought the rate \ cent — 
last week's closing and a full cent 
above the high point of 1923. At 
$4.73%. it had not yet touched 
the “stabilized price” of war 
time, but when it is recalled 
that sterling went no higher than 
$4.76 in 1918, than $4.75% in 
1917, or than $4.78 in 1916, ana 
that it fell to $4.50 in September 
of 1915, it will be seen that the 
market is apparently entering 
round. which it has not occupied 
in nearly a decade.

Suit Charging Violation of 
Antitrust Law is Up in 
Federal Court 


Trial of the government's case 
against leading wholesale grocery 
coneerns in California, charged 
with conspiracy to violate the Sher- 
man antitrust law, begins today 
before Federal Judge James. 

Two injunction suits, naming ap- 
proximately 100 defendants, were 
filed in the United States District 
Court last April. Investigations re- 
sulting in the action grew out of 
complaints of unfair practice and 
excessive food prices made by in- 
dividuals and the so-called chain. 
store grocers, according to Her- 
bert N. Ellis of Loe Angeles. and 
Henry A. Guiler of San Francisco, 
special assistants to the Attorney- 
General in charge of the prosecu- 
tion. 

The action seeks dissolution of 
the Southern California Wholg- 
sale Grocers’ Association, the Na- 
tional Wholesale Grocers 
ciation, the Southern California 48 
sociation of Manufacturers’ Rep- | 
regentatives and the Grocers’ 
Friend, Inc. The defendants are 
charged with having conspired to 
restrain trade in violation of the 
Sherman law. It is alleged the 
business of the defendants has 
been conducted on agreements reg 
ulating the prices to be charged 
for groceries.

GOOD PRECEDENT 

General satisfaction will be felt in the 
law-abiding element of Los Angeles that a 
verdict was reached in the McCoy case. 
that the killing of Mrs. Teresa Mors was 
not permitted to go unavenged. The jury 
deliberated long; longer perhaps than any 
other jury which finally reached a verdict 
in the history of the local courts. The men 
and women of the jury are to be com- 
mended for remaining in the jury room 
until they finally reached a decision. 
Where juries disagree the cause of justice 
is seldom served. 

There have been so many murders and 
other acts of criminal violence in Los An- 
geles during recent months that the com- 
munity could not afford to permit a slaying 
like that of Mrs. Mors to be condoned, espe- 
cially when there could be no sincere 
doubt as to who did the killing.

More on Ges Poisoning 

Mr. B.—-The fatalities from gas 
poisoning continue to be appaliing- 
ly high. Let me warn you again 
if you are using gas in your home 
to exercise all precautions to pro- 
tect yourself. 

The Bureau of Mines in Wash- 
ington recently declared that every 
gas-burning heater should bear 
upon it a stamp which kind of gas 
fuel it te fitted for. They also 
said: “Many of the heaters sold 
are recommended for use without 
due connection, but to use them as 
recommended would be decidedly 
dangerous. Flues on radiant heat- 
ers are always desirable. The fact 
that a room is of large capacity 
does not insure that all natural 
gas heaters can be safely used in 
such a room uniess the heater is 
properly eonnected to 4 flue.” 


Local heaters in the rooms 
should be avoided if possible. The 
burning of r heating should 
be entirely outside of the room, 
in a steam or hot water plast 
preferably. or in the best kind of 
furnace for the next choice. If you 
do have to have a local heater for 
the room be sure you use the 


fuel that the heater calls for. Be; sage 


sure that your flues and all your 
connections are perfect. 

In some cities and towns there 
are ordinances prohibiting installe- 
tion of heaters without vents or 
flues. This should be univeréal. In 

Angeles, after some gas fa- 
talities, the District Attorney stated 
that he intends to prosecute a 
landlord if a person dies in an 
unventilated room where a gas 
heater is burning. ‘ 

Be careful not to leave anything 
boiling on a gas stove that can 
doll over and put out the flame. 
Recently in New York a young 
son, thinking to be helpful, got up 
early and put the coffee on the 
stove while the family was asleep. 
The coffee boiled over, putting out 
the gas flame, and the whole fam- 
ily was asphyxiated.

Motorist? 

The period of grace allowed un- 


der the terms of California's auto- 


mobile headlight law, passed in 
September. 1923, expires at mid- 
night tomorrow night. Thureday 
morning (January 1) the driver of 
a motor vehicle is subject to ar- 
rest if his or her headlights do not 
conform to the law.

The headlight law specifically 
names devices which may and may 
not be used. There are twenty-six 
recognized kinds of lenses, thirteen 
refiectors that are O. K., only four 
types of auzillary lights, seventeen 
different signals within the law, 
and five kinds of stop signals.
